BOYNE CITY - The Com- 
mission approved a contract 
with Kroondyk Construction 
for repairs to the Old City 
Park Gazebo. The current 
standing of the Gazebo is 
structurally unsound. The 
Gazebo is currently braced to 
help support snow and ice 
load. The contract is a Guar- 
anteed Maximum Price con- 
tract. The total for the 
proposal would total $42,875. 
The cost of the project will be 
split between two fiscal 
years. A fee of $32,875 would 
be put on this year’s fiscal 
budget.

Health Department of Northwest Michigan 
COVID-19 current vaccination status 


Residents in Phase 1B and 
seniors 65 and older are con- 
tinuing to be scheduled into 
upcoming COVID-19 vaccina- 
tion clinics offered by the 
Health Department of North- 
west Michigan. 

Currently, those eligible in 
Phase 1B include frontline 
essential workers such as 
pre-K through 12th grade 
school staff, childcare staff, 
shelter workers, first respon- 
ders (firefighters, police, con- 
servation officers), and 
corrections workers. Phase 
1B also includes “other es- 
sential frontline workers” 
such as U.S. postal service 
staff, public transit workers, 
and those employed in manu- 
facturing, agricultural and 


grocery stores. According to 
the Michigan Department of 
Health and Human Services 
(MDHHS) prioritization guid- 
ance these individuals cate- 
gorized as “other essential 
workers” are estimated to be 
vaccinated beginning in May 
once approved for vaccina- 
tion by MDHHS. View the 
MDHHS prioritization guid- 
ance here. 

Pre-registration for vacci- 
nation for eligible individuals 
continues and appointments 
are being scheduled as the 
vaccine becomes available. 
To pre-register, complete the 
COVID-19 Pre-Registration 
Form on the health depart- 
ment website. Those unable 
to complete the form online 


or who have other barriers 
may call the Senior Hotline 
at 231-715-5557 for assistance. 
Residents are asked to either 
complete the online form or 
call; it is not necessary to do 
both. If an email was pro- 
vided in your submission, a 
verification email will be 
sent to notify you that your 
registration has been re- 
ceived. 

“We understand how eager 
the public is to get a vaccine 
and protect themselves from 
COVID. We are working as 
efficiently and effectively as 
we can to schedule them and 
administer the vaccine,” said 
Health Officer Lisa Peacock.

Food assistance recipients will see additional benefits by end of January 


The more than 1.2 million 
people in Michigan who are 
eligible for food assistance 
benefits will receive an addi- 
tional payment by the end of 
January that raises their 
monthly amount by 15% to 
help families affected by the 
COVID-19 pandemic. The 
15% increase in Supplemen- 
tal Nutrition Assistance Pro- 
gram (SNAP) benefits is for 
six months, ending in June. 

Gov. Gretchen Whitmer 
and the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Health and Human 
Services (MDHHS) advocated 
for the increase led by U.S. 
Sen. Debbie Stabenow (D-MI) 
and were pleased to see it ul- 
timately included in the re- 
cently passed Congressional 
relief bill. 

“No Michigander should 
worry about how they’ll put 
food on the table for them- 
selves and their family, espe- 
cially during a pandemic,” 
said Gov. Whitmer. “COVID- 
19 is still a very real threat to 
our state, and we must con- 
tinue providing crucial sup- 
port to families that need it

cuted at a later date and police 
seized more methampheta- 
mine, as well as other items 
indicative of drug trafficking 
and use, such as numerous 
cell phones, digital scales, 
plastic baggies, a notebook 
with drug information, nee- 
dles, syringes, glass pipes, 
pills and information related 
to accessing the “dark web.” 

One of Heise’s co-defen- 
dants, Devon Eberhart, who 
was also recently sentenced to 
prison, admitted that he, 
Heise and their other room- 
mate, sold methamphetamine 
on a routine basis out of their 
Charlevoix Township home. 

“The convictions of Mr. 
Funck and Ms. Heise were 
through the fine work of our 
Charlevoix County drug team, 
JOLT,” Charlevoix County 
Prosecuting Attorney Allen 
Telgenhof said. “Once again 
the message was sent that if 
you sell methamphetamine in 
Charlevoix County, you are 
highly likely to be sent to 
prison,” 

Clifton Shantone Haines, 20, 
Lansing was sentenced to 
serve 32 to 60 months in 


most. “I want to thank Sen. 
Stabenow for her leadership 
in securing this important in- 
crease and for her tireless ef- 
forts to expand access to food 
assistance, which has 
brought relief to so many 
Michiganders in need 
throughout this pandemic.” 

Michigan food assistance 
recipients will see the 15% in- 
crease added to their Bridge 
Cards by the end of January 
that are in addition to bene- 
fits they received earlier in 
the month. Food assistance 
increases by $102 per month 
for a household of four, 
which will now receive $782 
per month. In subsequent 
months, the 15% increase 
will be added to Bridge Cards 
from Jan. 20-30. 

“Helping families put food 
on the table is our job,” said 
MDHHS Director Robert 
Gordon. “We’re glad we can 
provide more food assistance 
to Michiganders who are in 
need as a result of COVID- 
19.” 

Whitmer and MDHHS also 
are announcing continuation 


prison following his guilty 
pleas to possession with the

Court records indicate that 
police were called to a location 
in Boyne City on June 27, 2020 
where they found an individ- 
ual who was unconscious and 
who appeared to have suffered 
an overdose in the back seat 
of a vehicle.

Haines was placed under 
arrest and transported to the 
Charlevoix County Jail. When 
officers at the jail attempted to 
book him, Haines became 
combative and fought the offi- 
cers, requiring five officers to 
be involved to subdue him. 

During the fight, Haines 
damaged a body camera worn 


in January of an initiative 
that provides additional food 
assistance to 350,000 Michi- 
gan families as a response to 
the pandemic. Through the 
initiative, anyone receiving 
food assistance who doesn’t 
already qualify for the maxi- 
mum monthly benefits will 
see their payment raised to 
the maximum monthly 
amount for their household 
size. Eligible clients will see 
these additional food assis- 
tance benefits on their 
Bridge Card by Jan. 30, with 
payments beginning for 
some households on Jan. 20. 
Anyone who receives both 
this payment and the 15 per- 
cent increase will receive 
them on the same day. 

Below are the new maxi- 
mum allowable benefits for 
SNAP customers based on 
their respective household 
size for January through 
June: 

One Person: $234 

Two Persons: $430 

Three Persons: $616 

Four Persons: $782 

Five Persons: $929

Aspry 130-plus years old, 
Punxsutawney Phil is once 
again preparing to emerge 
from his cozy groundhog 
burrow on February 2, a.k.a; 
Groundhog Day. 

According to Wikipedia; 
“The first reported news of a 
Groundhog Day observance 
was arguably made by the 
Punxsutawney Spirit news- 
paper of Punxsutawney, 
Pennsylvania in 1886: “up to 
the time of going to press, the 
beast has not seen its 
shadow”. However, it was 
not until the following year in 
1887 that the first Groundhog 
Day considered “official” was 
commemorated here, with a 
group making a trip to the 
Gobbler’s Knob part of town 
to consult the groundhog. 
People have gathered annu- 
ally at the spot for the event 
ever since.” 

That’s a longstanding tra- 
dition for a weather fore- 
caster that has been on the 
questionable side of accu- 
racy. The method is fairly 
simple; if Phil sees his 
shadow; there will be six 
more weeks of winter (a safe 
bet here in Northern Michi- 
gan), and if not; spring is on 
the near horizon (as long as 
that horizon extends to mid- 
May for this area). 

According to the “info- 
please” website, the origins 
of this Groundhog Day tradi- 
tion extend back to Europe 
many centuries ago. Back 
then, people would keep an 
eye on emerging hibernating 
animals, such as the ground- 
hog, during mid-winter. If 
they cast shadows because of 
sunning days it was consid- 
ered a bad sign. Those days 
are typically cold and that 
just might mean winter is re- 
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The groundhog (Marmota monax) is a rodent of the family Sciuridae, belonging to the group of large ground squirrels. 
Emerging from its burrow on February 2, if it sees a shadow due to clear weather, it will retreat to its den and winter will 
persist for six more weeks. If it does not see its shadow because of cloudiness, spring will arrive early. Wikipedia photo

“Throughout history nu- 
merous holidays have 
marked this seasonal cross- 
roads,” infoplease relates. 
“Among these is Candlemas 
Day, February 2, a Christian 
holiday that celebrates 
Mary’s ritual purification. 
Early Christians believed 
that if the sun came out on 
Candlemas Day, winter 
would last for six weeks 
more.” 


In terms of accuracy, “live- 


science.com” found that Phil 
has predicted over 100 fore- 
casts of six more months of 
winter and only about 20 for 
an early spring. Data from 
“Stormfax Almanac” show

The voluntary MI COVID- 
19 Safer Dining program al- 
lows food service 
establishments to become 
certified by having their ven- 
tilation system inspected and 
submitting their inspection 
report to the state indicating 
they are optimizing airflow. 
Once certified, businesses 
will be featured on the Michi- 
gan.gov/covidsaferdining 
website and receive a copy of 
their certification to post at 
their establishment to alert 
diners of their participation. 
Funding is proposed for food 
service establishments to par- 
ticipate as part of the $10 mil- 
lion included in the recent 
supplemental budget request 
for restaurant supports ad- 
ministered by the Michigan 
Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration. 

Two webinars will be 
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hosted on Monday, Jan. 25 to 
provide additional informa- 
tion about the Safer Dining 
certification program — one at 
noon for HVAC contractors 
interested in conducting in- 
spections and one at 3 p.m. for 
food service establishments 
interested in becoming certi- 
fied. More information will be 
available at 
Michigan.gov/covidsafer- 
dining. 

Indoor residential and non- 
residential gatherings are 
limited to 10 people and two 
households. MDHHS contin- 
ues to urge families to avoid 
indoor gatherings or to pick a 
single other household to in- 
teract with consistent with 
guidance already released by 
the department. Families are 
encouraged to stay home as 
much as possible to maintain 
momentum and to protect 
loved ones. Families are also 
encouraged to Mask Up, 
Mask Right, using guidance 
for what masks to wear and 
how to wear them. 

The epidemic order contin- 
ues to temporarily pause in- 
door contact sports and other 
venues and activities where 
participants have close physi- 
cal contacts and are not con- 
sistently masked, like water 
parks.

Homes for our Future Campaign 


Housing North is establishing 
new tools for engagement for a 
communications and outreach 
campaign called ‘Homes for Our 
Future.” Originally launched in 
early 2020 right before the pan- 
demic, the campaign is intended 
to drive action for housing op- 
tions throughout 10 counties of 
Northwest Lower Michigan 
(Antrim, Benzie, Charlevoix, 
Emmet, Grand Traverse, Kalka- 
ska, Leelanau, Manistee, Mis- 
saukee and Wexford). The 
campaign is being sponsored by 
Housing North, a non-profit 
housing partnership based in 
Traverse City. 

“Kspecially given the pan- 
demic, living in Northern Michi- 
gan is becoming more and more 
out of reach for families and mid- 
dle-class people to live here. We 
have known the problem has 
been growing for years, and we 
need to take action. The good 
news is we know there are strate- 
gies that work, and there are 
steps we all can take to put them 
in place.” said Yarrow Brown, 
Executive Director of Housing 
North.“ By getting involved as a 
local advocate through the HFOF 
campaign, citizens can support 
housing solutions in their com- 
munities which provide shelter 
for our workforce to live and 
work in our community. 

There are four main goals for 
the Homes for Our Future cam- 
paign in 2021: 

¢ Creation of local committees 
to support grassroots advocacy 
including advocacy training 
events and development and pro- 
motion of an advocacy toolkit. 

¢ Increased numbers of the 


general public as advocates and 
campaign supporters. 

¢ Adoption of resolutions by 
county and local governments 
and sponsorships/endorsements 
by employers/affiliate advocacy 
groups. 

¢ Introduction of Housing 
Ready Checklists to local/county 
governments in the 10-county re- 
gion. 

The Homes for Our Future 
campaign will conduct commu- 
nity outreach and promotion ac- 
tivities throughout the region 
beginning in February 2021 and 
continuing through the year. Sev- 
eral communities, businesses and 
organizations have already en- 
dorsed the Homes for Our Future 
campaign including Aspire North 
REALTORS®, Traverse Connect, 
Goodwill Northern Michigan, 
Homestretch, Charlevoix Area 
Chamber of Commerce, Emmet 
and Leelanau counties, and the 
City of Manistee. Endorsements 
for the Homes for Our Future 
campaign can be found on the 
homesforourfuture.org website. 

“Lack of housing availability 
and obtainability is a well-estab- 
lished issue at a local, state and 
national level.” Says Connor 
Miller, Government Affairs Di- 
rector for Aspire North REAL- 
TORS® “We are glad to partner 
with Housing North on the 
Homes for Our Future Campaign 
to support and empower local 
communities to create the envi- 
ronment where more housing op- 
tions are available and obtainable 
for current and future Northern 
Michigan residents.” 

Events are scheduled through- 
out the region from February 


through July to share informa- 
tion about the campaign, ways to 
get involved, and how to become 
a local housing advocate includ- 
ing updates on Housing North’s 
legislative activities, local hous- 
ing efforts, and upcoming Hous- 
ing North initiatives.

The campaign, and the need 
for action, are being driven by 
economic challenges arising from 
housing shortages for a broad 
range of households: 

¢ The region as a whole has a 
significant gap in available hous- 
ing. A study by LandUse USA in 
2019 shows the need for over 
15,600 units — about 70 percent of 
which is for rentals — to meet cur- 


rent demand. Most of that de- 
mand is for homes priced below 
$200,000, or for rents below $800 a 
month. 

¢ Overall available housing 
stock remains the same while 
more housing is taken of the 
market for short term rentals. 
Between 2010 and 2016, the total 
number of regional housing 
units in the 10-county region re- 
mained stable — but during that 
same time, the number of hous- 
ing units classified as “seasonal” 
increased by about 15 percent. 

¢ Lack of available housing cre- 
ates an acute problem for work- 
ing people. Local surveys show 
that “access to housing” is con- 
sidered a primary obstacle to cre- 
ating new local jobs, and that 
young professionals are consider- 
ing leaving the region for a result 
of the lack of housing. 

¢ Housing shortages increase 
living expenses as well as create 
traffic and environmental issues. 
When people need to live far 
away from jobs and schools, long 
commutes add substantial ex- 
penses to the cost of living for 
Northern Michigan families. 
This added traffic, puts more 
wear and tear on roads, and im- 
pacts air and water quality. 

¢ There are solutions that will 
work. A variety of locally-driven 
tools and policies — including in- 
centives, access to land for devel- 
opment, public-private-nonprofit 
partnerships, and zoning 
changes — can make it easier for 
the private sector and nonprofits 
to build housing for our work- 
force, seniors, young people, and 
others.

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Latest ‘pause’ pushes start of winter sports seasons to late February

EAST LANSING -— The 
Michigan High School Ath- 
letic Association issued a 
press release on Monday, 
Jan. 25, responding to the lat- 
est changes implemented by 
the Michigan Department of 
Health and Human Services. 

Mark Uyl, the executive di- 
rector of the MHSAA, said 
winter contact sports includ- 
ing girls and boys basketball, 
competitive cheer, ice hockey 
and wrestling, will remain 
“on pause for contact activi- 
ties” until Feb. 21, per the 
most recent update to the 
MDHHS emergency order. 

In the Jan. 25 release, Uyl 
said he wasn’t able to “pro- 
vide specific plans” yet mov- 
ing forward but promised the 
MHSAA would be “evaluat- 
ing the best options for deliv- 
ering a memorable 
experience for 60,000 athletes 
involved in winter contact 


sports.” 

He added that there will be 
specific timelines as soon as 
the health department clears 
contact sports to begin full 
activity. 

The latest order from the 
health department comes as 
a hard blow for student ath- 
letes across the state, includ- 
ing those in the coverage 
area of the Weekly Choice 
here in northern Michigan. 
Originally, the health depart- 
ment said non-contact prac- 
tices could begin Jan. 16, 
with an eye toward starting 


the regular season on Jan. 22. 


That was later changed, with 
contact practices starting 
Feb. 1 and the regular season 
beginning on Feb. 4. 

Everyone took a deep 
breath at that point and 
adapted to the switch to the 
starting date of Feb. 4. The 
MHSAA said the end of the 
winter season also would be 
moved back to accommodate 
the change.

guarantee. If the health de- 
partment opts to push the 
dates back any further than 
that, it is very possible the 
winter seasons in Michigan 
will not be able to be played 
at all. 

One very frustrating as- 
pect of this is that 47 of the 50 
states are allowing prep bas- 
ketball. Only Michigan, Illi- 
nois and New York are 
presently not allowing the 
sport to be played. 

The MHSAA remains com- 
mitted to doing everything 
possible to see that three sep- 
arate seasons are completed 
this school year. The fall sea- 
sons of football and volley- 
ball were delayed about a 
month in starting but got 
under way in late September. 
Then they were put on pause 
again in mid-November, right 
near the end of the season. 
The MHSAA, to its credit, as- 
sured that the football and 
volleyball seasons were com- 
pleted, however, even though 


they were completed in Janu- 
ary. 

Now there are more chal- 
lenges facing the winter 
sports teams in Michigan. 

“We have said from the 
start of the 2020-21 school 
year that we would do every- 
thing possible to have three 
seasons, and play all three to 
completion,” Uyl said in the 
press release. “Our strong ad- 
vocacy for all sports and sea- 
sons — and especially winter 
sports — continues every 
day.” 

The fall sports were able to 
be completed using a rapid 
testing pilot program author- 
ized by the health depart- 
ment. Perhaps moving 
forward that will also be the 
case for winter sports. 

More details will be forth- 
coming soon.

Register now for Black 
Lake sturgeon season 


CHEBOYGAN COUNTY — 
Eager for the chance to 
catch one of Michigan’s 
most unique fish? The lake 
sturgeon season on Black 
Lake in Cheboygan County 
begins at 8 a.m. Saturday, 
Feb. 6, and registration is 
open until Feb. 5. 

A new online registration 
process is required to partic- 
ipate, as well as a current 
Michigan fishing license for 
anyone 17 or older. Anglers 
must certify that they un- 
derstand and will abide by 
the rules and safety require- 
ments. 

The catch quota this year 
is six lake sturgeon total. In 
the past, the season quota 
often has been met within 
the first day - sometimes in 
just a few hours! However, 
the season will last until the 
sixth fish is harvested, or 
five fish have been harvested 
at the end of any day from 
Feb. 6-10. Daily season fish- 
ing hours are 8 a.m. to 2 
p.m., and the season will end 
at 2 p.m. Wednesday, Feb. 10, 
or when one of the two sce- 
narios previously mentioned 


is met. 

Anglers will receive text 
messages announcing the 
beginning of the season, and 
as each fish is harvested 
until the season closes. 

Anglers are required to 
supply their own flagging 
material to hang on their 
shanty so DNR staff can rec- 
ognize who is fishing. The 
material should be at least 1 
foot square, and bright red 
or blaze orange. 

Lucky anglers who get a 
sturgeon must immediately 
contact on-ice DNR person- 
nel, who will direct them to 
registration. All DNR em- 
ployees will wear face cover- 
ings and maintain social 
distance of at least 6 feet. 
Anglers are asked to take 
these same precautions 
when near anyone outside 
their immediate household, 
and also not to gather 
around DNR personnel.
